of labourers from Luton to undertake 
the work. - 

Four miles from chi is 8 a 

moorland, L'lley ‘00, 
Srerlooking tho Bedfordahire plains. 
Tt is traversed by the ancient British 
road, the,Icknield Way, and there are 
also tracts across the Hoo of Rompn 

construction. This is the ecene of the 
excavations, which have been in 
ress for weeks, 

Under Mr, Safford’s directions the 
labourers have dug many holes from 
Bit. to 12(t. deep, sround a amall 
conical mound, which’ is probably 
prehistoric in origin, on the higheat’ 
part of the Hoo, 

-When questioned thelabourers have 

iven the impression that they have 

en aworn to secrecy, and the’ con 
sequence has been a plentiful crop of 


rumours about tho real purpose of the a 


diggings. 

Mr. Safford’s explanation to the 
Daily Chronicle correspondent of the 
operations is even mote strange than 
some of these rumours, 

It is that heissearching foro necret 
Baconian phil: sophy, buried in 
various places in the form of emblems 
wrought in stone by a eceventeenth 
century etcher in tho confidence of the 
. great Chancellor. 

Mr. Safford says that he has already 
got together a considerable collection 
of these emblem-marked stones, anc 
hopes to be able to publish an exposi- 
tion of his theories with the stony 
pioture-emblems as illustrations. 

Mr. Soefford telioves that Bacon

An archaeological expert, Mr.
